NATIONAL TOPICS. 


The House Getting Tired 
of Tariff. 


Only Thirty-five Members Present to 
Listen to a Debate. 


Two Cruisers of the New Navy 
Launched at Philadelphia. 


Surgeon-General Hamilton Gives the Facts About 
Yellow Fever in Florida—Preparations for 
Celebrating the Centennial of the 
Constiiation, Etc. 


By Telegraph to The Timea. 

Wasninaton (D. C.), April 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Jiouse.—Many Kepre- 
sentatives went to Philadelphia today to 
witness the launch of the Yorktown, and 
there were but 35 members present when 
the House met this morning and immedi- 
ately went into committee of the whole on 
the tariff. 

Mr. Kerr of Iowa approved a reduction of 
revenues by the abolition of. the internal 
revenue tax. The time had come, he 
thought, in the history of the American 
Government, for the Nation to declare that 
henceforth it would take noshare in the 
profits of the sale of alcoholic liquors. 

Mr. Tarsney of Michigan said that he and 
the gentleman on his side of the House 
were not free traders. They were fair 
traders. They were not seeking to pull 
down the custom-honses of the country. 
They proposed to continue custom- 
house taxation, but they wvuuld revise 
the existing laws so as to bring taxes 
down toe a base line of the necessity of 
revenue, and in so revising the laws would 
place the duties highest on the luxuries of 
life and lowest on life’s necessaries. He 
was constantly interrupted by his colleague 
(Mr. O’Donnell), with statements as to the 
great prosperity of the agricultural and 
mauufacturing interests of Michigan un- 
der a protective tariff, and the colloquy be- 
tween the two upon the subject of the con- 
dition of Michigan, afforded much amuse- 
ment to the other members present. 

The discussion then took acolloquial turn, 
and the subjects of free trade, protection, 
wages of laboring men, fisheries, ship- 
building, ete., were touched upon, and at 
times the questions and answers caused 
great merriment among the few members 
present. 

Mr. O’Neil of Pennsylvania said that 
yesterday morning he had received a lat- 
ter from a young lady, about to graduate, 
in which she said that she had been 
designated to speak at her commencement 
exercises, on the “Protection of American 
Industries,” and that this question even 
entered into the household of American 
families. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee: Did the 
young lady ask you for’protection? 

Mr. Milliken: If the young lady had 
asked you for protection, would you bea 
free trader then? 

Mr. O'Neill then declared with em- 
phusis that he was as protection- 
ist of .the protectionists; that he was 
a protectionist all over—a declaration which 
was received with laughter and applause. 

Mr. Ford of Michigan characterized Phil- 
adeiphia as an overgrown country village, 


$200 p | and contrasted its slowness with the build- 
Appts | ing activity of New York. This condition 


of “affairs, he said, arose because the citi- 
zens of Philadelphia had not depended, as 
the citizens of New York had, on their own 
enterprise and thrift, but had been fed on 
the public. 

Mr. O'Neill suggested that the gentleman 
must have been in some remarkable condi- 
tion when he visited Philadelphia, or he 
must have had his eyes closed. The manu- 
factures of Philadelphia amounted to many 
million more than those of New York. 

Mr. Russell of Mas-achusetts, referring 
to the condition of the protected State of 
Pennsylvania, stated that affairs in the coal 
regions of that State were a shame and 
scandal to human civilization. 

r. Bayne declared that the wages paid 
in the county of Allegheny alone were 
annually more than the entire wages paid 
in all the States represented by the southern. 
contingent on the Ways and Means Com- 
inittee. 

Mr. Breckenridge said that the concrete 
representation of the protective system was 
a guard of Pinkerton detectives at the Ed- 
gar Thomson Steel Works for the purpose 
of enabling Hungarian immigrants to work 
while American workmen were kept off at 
the point of guns. That was a concrete 
picture of the state of wages in Allegheny. 

r. Bayne deelared that this was a mis- 
wane: the detectives were there, but the 
men they sought to protect were not Hun- 
ganians. The Hungarians that there 
were not skilled mechanics and could not 
do the work required. 

Mr. Beckenridge inquired what wages 
the workmen atthe Thomson Steel Works 
had been receivin ng.

Mr. Breckenridge said that the average 
wages of Pinkerton detectives was $8 a 
day. They received that rate of wages to 
prevent a — of peace by men who re- 
ceived $8 a day. 

Mr. Reed of Maine said that the gcentle- 
man from Kentucky had drawn a picture 
with the American workmen in the cold 
and the Hungarian workmen protected by 
Pinkerton detectives, The gentleman had 


‘| pictured that as tbe final result of protec- 


tion, when it was only an incident in the 
great dispute which went on either under 
protection or free trade. The gentleman 
wanted to contrast the wages of men tem- 
porarily employed with those received by 
permanent employés. He (Mr. Reed 
thought it oughtto be pointed out that such 
methods of arguing this question of free 
trade or protection were somewhat petty in 
their nature. The question was, what sys- 
tem secured the yreater wealth to the 
country aud higher wages to the working- 
men. 

Mr. Breckenridge said that Allegheny 
county had been depicted as the scene of 
protective development, and had shown the 
result of that development. He denied that 
it was an incident that he had depicted, and 
asserted that it was a necessary conse- 
quence of the unnatural system of taxation 
under which an organized body of armed 
detectives was used in guarding convict 
labor to undersell American labor.

WASHING LON NOTES. 


Official Reporte About Yellow Fever 
in Florida. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Surgeon General Hamilton 
today officially published the full text of 
the reports on file in the Marine Hospital 
Bureau, on which is based the statement of 
last Saturday, that a “late inspection at 
Micanopy, Plant City and Burlow, Fla., 
has proved the recent existence of yellow 
fever there, and that several other points in 
the southern and western portions of the 
State are looked upon with suspicion.” In 
an interview this morning with reference 
to the subject, he said: “In view of the 
characteristically violent attack on me by 
certain of the Florida newspapers, I have 
thought best to publish the full text of those 
reports. It will be seen from a perusal of 
them that 1 could have made a more posi- 
tive statement, and then kept 
within the limits of the information on file. 
I now learn that the reportof Dr. Knight 
who was detailed’ by the Jacksonville 
Board of Health, states that there were two 
cases of yellow feverat Plant City as late 
as April 24th. The reports as to Bariow 
are now confirmed, but as to other points 
the information seems to have been correct. 
A regret extremely the circumstances that 

e it necessary to publish the original 
weenie, vut under the existing law it was 
my duty to other localities a them 
some intimation of the facts. If the pub- 
lication shall stir the Florida authorities to 
a eg sense of the obligation they owe 
other States of the Union and to prompt 
and vigorous sanitary measures and the es- 
tablishment of a State board of health, the 
publication will resuit in great good to them 
and to all. Persona! abuse of the Surgeon- 
General, while it may be an amuoing diver- 
sion to Florida newspapers, will neither 
clean up their villages nor arrest yellow 
fever, nor restore confidence in themselves.” 

The reports fill about four pages of the 
Weekly Abstract of Sanitary Reports.

The hne will begin at San Pedro and 
come in as direct a course as possible to 
0s Angeles. From here it will take a 
direct line to Pasadena, and from thence 
uorthward to the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains. Through the range the road will 
follow the water courses, tunneling where 
necessary. Emerging from the foothills, a 
direet course wili taken toward Dry 
Lake, in Ventura county, and striking the 
Atlantic and Pacific between Yueea and 
Kramer. From thence the line goes through 
Nevada and strikes the Utah Southern at 
Frisco, asmall mining town, near the east- 
ern line of Nevada. 

Right of way has been secured for nearly 
the whole distance, but a few gaps remain 
here and there which the company are now 
arranging to secme. When laying out the 
route it was found that the Altadena road, 
a constructed line seven and aha!f miles 
long, running from Pasadena to the foot- 
hills, lay directly in the route, and negotia- 
tions were opened which resulted in the 
purchase of the road. 

The San Pedro, Los Angeles and Utah is 
built with the idea of furnishing a shorter 
route to St. Louis, Chicago and other 
eastern points. The Burlington people are 
arranging fora line that will intersect it, 
and the Rio Grande will shortly some down 
inthe same country. With these connec- 
tions and the business of the Union Pacific, 
which the company expects to get 
in a large part, they will bring 
into Los Angeles nearly” all. the 
business now coming by way of San 
Franeciseo. ‘The total length of the line will 
be 275 miles, as how surveyed, 

To the Pasadena people the line is 
another sweet morsel, since if pushed 
through they will have the long-looked-for 
rapid transit. The gentleman quoted above, 
who is a heavy stock-holder in the road, 
says there is every reason to believe that 
the road will b: built to the full proposed 
length. The money is secured, and it only 
needs to close up those gaps in the right or 
way. 

A DOUBLE TRACK. 

The Santa Fe will construct a double 
track between Los Angeles and Pasadena. 
How. soon, it cannot be definitely stated, 
but the time is not very far away. - The 
business has increased so rapidly as to 
render such a step necessary, and it would 
have been taken already, but the time has 
been absorbed by the work on the San 
Diego branch. Much difficulty was had on 
that line in procuring steel and ties on ac- 
count of the freight blockade. .- Lately, 
however, a sufficieucy to complete the road 
has been shipped in, and the work will be 
pushed as rapidly as possible. Monday 
two crews of hands will goto work on the 
gap between San Juan and Oceanside, and 
two others will be engaged: between Santa 
Ana and Los Angeles. The work at this 
end is progressing rapidly, and the river 
will be crossed this week. 

The completion of this line will take two 
daily passenger trains off the other route, 
and lessen the business between the city 
and Pasadena. It 1s stated that the San 
Diego line will be entirely completei by 
July lst, and then, with that labor off their 
hands, the company will consider the plan 
of double-tracking to Pasadena, and per- 
haps further. They acknowledge now that 
the business will compel them to do it.

GOV. DOWNEY. 


His Nephew Manfully Turns the 
Business Over. 

Quite a sensation was created on the 
streets yesterday afternoon when it was re- 
ported that there had been an open rupture 
between Gov. Downey and his nephew, J. 
Downey Harvey, who has had charge of the 
Governor's business ir this city for some 
time past, and that the latter had been re- 
lieved of his duties as the Governor’s busi- 
ness manager. It was not long before half 
a dozen stories were afloat abeut the mat- 
ter. Some said that the Governor and Maj. 
O'hieilly had gone to Mr. Harvey’s office 
and taken forcible possission, after a stormy 
scene between uncle and nephew. Others 


insisted that the was the 
resuit of a mutual agréement. They 
said that. the Governor had been dis- 


satisfied for some time with the manner 
in which his affairs had been conducted, 
and that,on acquainting Mr. Harvey with 
his views, the latter at once told him if he 
was not satisfied that he could makea 
change as soon as he desired, and it was 
with this object in view that the Governor 
had come to Los Angeles. The transfer 
had been made, and hereafter the Govern- 
or’s business would be managed by himself. 

Maj. O’ Reilly, Gov. Downey’s friend, who 
came down with him from San Francisco, 
was seen by a TIMES reporter at the Nadeau 
last night, and asked what truth there was 
in the reports. The Major denied that 
there had been anything like a scene, or 
that there had been any force or violence 
used. He said that Mr. Harvey’s business 
had grown so large that he could not give 
that attention to his uncle’s affairs which 
they demanded, as. in addition to his 
owh important interests, his mother’s, 
landed interests in Oregon had also in- 
creased enormously, and that this would 
also make large drafts upon his time. This 
being the case, the Governor thought it best 
to make a chauge, which he had done as a 
plain business proposition, He and the 
Governor had gone to Mr. Harvey’s office, 
and that gentleman had turned over all the 
books, papers and* desks belonging to the 
Governor, whichhad been removed to one 
of the rooms upstairs in the Downey block, 
where all business pertaining to the Gov- 
ernor’s property would hereafter be trans- 
acted. He would have charge of the Gov- 
ernor’s affairs, having7asked him to accept 
the trust. This was! all there was in the 
matter. There was no necessity for a sen- 
sation over this any more than any other 
business change. It was best for the inter- 
ests of allconeerned, and had been made 
solely with this object in view. 


CONFIDENCE CATTLE, 


A High-toned Batcher Does Up the 
Town and Skips. 

Los Angeles has been overrun by the 
hardest gang of confidence men, from the 
“smoothie” type down to the petit larceny 
thief, who ever cursed any city with their 
preserce, Nine-tenths of ‘them are from 
the East, and in almost every case they 
came without a dollar in their pockets. In 
tact, their only capital proved to be cheek 
and an unlimited amount of smoothness. 
These creatures have done more damage to 


Southern California than any other class 


of people. They come here for the purpose 
of stealing as much money as possible in 
the. shortest space of time, for they are 
sharp enough to know that the time must 
come sooner or later when they would have 
to skip or goto jail, The skipping act has 
generally been the order of things, for the 
reason that criminal officers mre not so 
anxious to look after such people as they 
should be. During the past few menths a 
number of these people have left the city 
between two days, and in every case they 
have lefta number of creditors and victims 
to moarn their loss. Only «a few days ago 
ove of the bigeist butchers in the city 
pulled up stakes and eft for new

noon at 12:25 o’clock. At tbat hour a freight 
train of eight cars and an engine was back- , 
ing down at a lively rate to make the side- 
track, to get out of the way of the Glendora 
accommodation, which was due about that 
time. When about 150 yards from the 
crossing the engineer and fireman saw a 
mare walking along the track, and the en- 
gineer blew his whistle, as is usual, for the 
crossing, at the same time slacking speed. 
The man paid no attention to the whistle, 
and continued to walk along the track. The 
engine was rapidly approaching the man, 
and the engineer, suspicioning that some- 
thing was wrong, applied the air brakes 
and commenced to whistle continuously. 
‘The fireman also walked back on the ten- 
der, which was first on the train, the engine 
heing turned around, and commenced shout- 
ing atthe man, but without avail. When 
the train was almost on him he turned,when 
he was struck full on-the forehead, knocking 
his brains out, and the body a 
distance of over 40 feet. The engineer 
slowed up to give the conductor a chance to 
get off and investigate, and then took his 
‘train on to the sidetrack. ‘The accident was 
witnessed by several persons, who at once 
—. to where the body lay, which was 

ound to be that of ‘T. J. Compton, a deaf 
mute about 60 years of age, who recently 
came to this city from Kansas, with his 
family, and who was putting up a house 
near where he was killed. ‘The Coroner’s 
office was at once notified, and the body re- 
moved to Orr & Sutech’s, where an inquest 
was held last evening. ; 

THE INQUEST. 

Owing to the absence of Coroner Meredith 
from the city, Justice Taney held the in- 
quest. A large number of witnesses were 
examined, among them Engineer Williams 
and Fireman Mallum, who were in charge 
of the engine when the accident occurred, 

V. Rushton, the son-in-law of the de- 
ceased, Fred Alien, one of the eye-wit- 
nesses, and others. The engineer and fire- 
mah testified to the facts of the killing. 
They said they first saw the man when 
about 150 vards away, and blew, for the 
crossing. The man paid no attention to the 
first whistle, whereupon they put on the 
air- brakes, and took every precaution 
to prevent the accident. They were run- 
ning at the rate of 150r 20 miles an hour, 
but had reduced to six or eight when he 
was struck. They did not know at the 
time that they were in the city limits. 
Rushton, the son-in-law of the deceased, 
said he had measured the ground, and that 
Compton was knocked just 453. feet. He said 
that he was a railroad man, and that he 
knew that the train must. have been run- 
ning at the_rate of 20 or 25 miles an hour to 
have knocked aman that distance. Hesaid 
that Compton had recently come out froin 
Kansas, but was born in Ohio, and was 
about 55 years of age at the time of his 
death. Fred Allen, who saw the accident, 
said Compton had just stepped on the cross- 
ing, and that he heard but two sharp whis- 
.tles and a shriek, and when he turned 
around he saw the man on the crossing. He 
thought the train was moving at the rate of 
14 or 15 miles an hour at the time, 

After hearing the evidence, the Coroner's 
jury returned a verdict that the deceased 
came to his death by being struck by a 
tender of a locomotive on the Santa Fé 
road, and recommended that greater precau- 
tions be taken in running trains in 
limits. 

Compton was a well-to-do man, who had 
only recently come to Los Angeles with the 
intention of making this city his home, and 
was building a residence at the time of his 
death. Both he and his wife are deaf 
mutes. He leaves a widow and ‘five chil- 
dren—four grown daughters, two married 
and two single, and a son—to mourn his 
loss.

Portions of the fine old orange 
orchard are still standing; but in the heart 
of the tract is now what is known as “St. 
James’s. Park.” SKroad, circular drives 
have been laid out which wind in and out 
amid grass-covered, lawn-like expanses. 
All these roadways or drives are paved with 
asphaltum, and in their center, are at brief 
intervals, long and narrow park-like en- 
closures, surrounded by low curbings of 
artificial stone, in which are set flowers 
and shrubs of every variety, with slender 
or branching palms. Along all the wide 
carriage-ways are artificial stone side- 
walks, with an unpayed spaee left next the 
street, where trees and flowering plants are 
to be set. In the center of the park, from 
its pedestal of red sandstone, rises a 
bronzed standard with a branching top, each 
of which five branches supports a handsome 
electric lamp. In the center of two of the 
grass plats are good-sized paved tennis 
grounds surrounded by trees. Among 
the trees already planted, independent 
of the orange, are acacias of every 
variety, magnolias, sequoia gigantea, 
cedars, pnumberiess varieties of palms, 
loquats, and numerous others 
of tropical variety. The flowering 
plants, which are to blossom by the drive- 
ways, are of the choicest in the floral king- 
dom. This park is a new departure for Los 
Angeles, and could we have it duplicated 
and multiplied, the Angel City would soon 

sess Charms such as could not be easily 
outrivaled. The beautiful modern Los 
Angeles is tending in this direction—Los 
Angeles clothed in the magnificence of ele- 
gant architecture, of flowery pastures, of 
orchards and gardens, in which are set 
homes of taste and beauty, telling of the 
new era of culture, wealth and refiuement 
thatis dawning for her. What a contrast 
between this era and that of the crumbling 
adobe and the tiled roofs of the genera 
tions that are gone. |

it ls Not Settled Whether Wells 
Can Be Prosecuted or Not. 
Yesterday afternoon in Department No, 1 
of the Superior Court, before Judge Cheney, 
the points of law raised by the defendant 
in the cases of the People vs. G. Wiley 
Wellscame up for adjudication upon a writ 
of review issued from the Superior Court.

PLANTING TREES. 


How San Diego's Back Country Is 
ing 'mproved. 

{San Diego Union | 
A significant exponent of the growth 
and development of the interior of the 
county or back country, as it is now 
more familiarly called, was obtained 
yesterday during interviews held with 
a number of nurserymen of this city 
concerning the number of trees that 
have been set out during the present 
season. In round numbers it is safe 
to say that at least a quarter of a mill- 
ion young trees went out from the San 
Diego nurseries during the months of 
January, February and March. 
Among the varieties included were 
apple, pear, peach, plum, prune and 
apricot, as well as orange, lemon, lime, 
olive, pomegranate, date, maugo, and, 
in brief, every variety of fruit that 
grows on trees. Of currant,’ cran- 
berry, gooseberry and other bushes of 
the kind, probably 30,000 were sent out, 
but this tigure is not included in the 
tree estimate. Of the total amount 
named, it is probabble that fully 60,000 
were orange trees, while about 45,000 
or 50,000 were olive trees. 
Iu addition to being hardy and very 
roductive in this climate, the orange 
is the favorite tree with new-comers, 
for its exquisite fragrance when in 
blossom and its extreme beauty when 
in fruit. Forthese reasons it is fast 
finding the place of honor in gardens, 
aside from its usual place in theor- 
chard. Olive trees are hardy, and the 
possessor of a good olivé orchard is as- 
sured of a proportionately good income 
from it. The quantities of apple, pear 
and other trees more familiar to east- 
erners, are not near so great for the 
reason that the portion of the country 
in which they thrive is distant from all 
lines of railway transportation, hence 
only suflicient of such trees to supply 
the needs of the farmer are set out. 
Besides the trees that have been sup- 
plied from San Diego, an immense 
number have been delivered to the 
farmers of the county by Los Angeles 
nurserymen, who last summer sent 
canvassers allover the county drum- 
ming up orders. They were very suc- 
cessful, and if it were possible to ascer- 
tuin the number of orders they filled, 
it is probable that the aggregate num- 
ber of trees set out this season would 
be found to greatly exceed half a 
million. In Murrieta district alone 
about 49,000 trees were planted since 
January, and the other localities of the 
county where the next greatest amount 
of tree-planting has been done is in

What Young Men May Learn from 
Conkling'’s Histery. 
{San Francisco Call.] 

There is an invaluable lesson in the 
newspaper reports of the effect pro- 
duced by Conkling’s death. No young

Roscoe Conkling was, above all 
things, a man of principle. [le was 
agressive and intolerant in asserting 
What he believed to be right. Ile never, 
in the whole course of Lis life, had any 
mercy for the time-servers or trimmers. 
Ile hewed straight to the line he had 
marked out for himself, without re- 
‘gard to the consequences to himself or 
‘others. When he was one of the 
powers behind the throne, during the 
reconstruction period, he never for an 
instant abated one jot of his purpose to 
secure to the North and to. the 


freedman the results of the war, 
though his course caused some 
northern merchants to denounce 
him as impracticable south- 


ern ex-Confederates to declare that he 
was Vindictive. He would not listen 
to any talk of compromise or treaty 
with those who had betrayed the 
country. To him certain Demo- 
crats were still rebels. When others 
wavered—when Raymond got up his 
Philadelphia Convention, and Greeléy 
accepted the Democratic nomination— 
Conkling stood up all the straighter, 
like a great sequoia, against whose 
massive trunk weak men might lean, 
aud unaer whose spreading branches 
the faint-hearted might gather. It 
may be said of him that never once In 
his whole career did he perform an act 
or speak a word for the purpose of 
gaining favor or popularity, or, indeed, 
'from any other motive than a convic- 
| tion that he was right.

rene Saturn descending in the west 
following in the wake of Pollux and © 
Procyon. 

Intelligent observers can find these 
planets without assistance, and ‘will 
find great satisfaction in a Knowledge . 
of the stars obtained by personal effort. 
‘‘Consider the wondrous works of God”?

the biblical record. The study of the 
oldest, the queen of all the sciences, is 
as ennobling and elevating as it was

{Paper read by Miss L A. Packard at the 
‘exercises of the Reading Circle during the re- 
cent Teachers’ Institute. ] - 


In these days, when complaint rings 
loud against the indolence of the read- 
ing public, and the undue attention 
given to novel and romance, why should 
an association avowedly formed for in- 
tellectual improvement spend any of 
its precious hours upon a volume of 
fiction? And if such be selected, why 
the especial book known as ** Ben Hur?” 
To answer these questions, and to add 
something of what has been gained by 
our reading circle, is our present at- 


tempt. 


A recent article in The Forum, by 


- the English novelist, Thomas Hardy, 


discusses se admirably **The Profitable 
Reading of Fiction” that, with your 
permission, we shall use some of his 
statements for our guiding compuss. 
Mr. Hardy says that, in reading tiction, 
the true object, aside frem the often 
desirable one of mere relaxation, ‘isa 
lesson in life, mental enlargement from 
elements essential to the narratives 
themselves, and from the retlections 
they engender. It must always be 
borne in mind, despite the claims of 
realism, that the best fiction, like the 
highest artistic expression in other 
modes, is more true, so to put it, than 
history or nature can be.”’ For exam- 
ple, no gladiator ever died ‘in so perfect 
accordance with normal nature, unaf- 
fected by any disturbing element, as 
the one shown in the famous marble; 
“No historian’s Queen Elizabeth was 
ever so perfectly a woman as the ficti- 
tious Elizabeth of *Kenilworth.’”’? Even 
if you dedling to give unqualified assent 
to the last proposition, you will surely 
grant the next. “In pursuance of his 
quest for a true exhibition of man, the 
reader will naturally consider whether 
he feels himself under the guidance of 
a mind who sees farther into life than 
he himself has seen; or, at least, who 
can throw a stronger irradiation over 
subjects already within his ken than he 
has been able to do unaided.”’ 

Then, if we, as teachers, would not 
be blind leaders of the blind in their 
life-questionings, we must strive for 
enlarged mental vision by the irradia- 
tion of romance,as well asin the colder 
light of history. | 

But what books will most aid in se- 
curing this result? To quote once 
more: “Good fiction may be defined 
here as that kind of imaginative 
writing which lies nearest to the epic, 
dramatic and narrative masterpieces of 
the past.”’ 

Now, let us apply this test to Ben 
Hur. In the onward sweep of events, 
whether in the career of Judah, son of 
Ithamar, or in the deep undercurrent 
whose springs arein-the Syrian wilder- 
ness, and whose mightly thood rises 
until it reaches Calvary, we feel the 
rush of a prose epic. Addison says of 
the epic (and Mr. Hardy demands the 
same of the novel), ‘nothing should 

0 before it, be intermixed with it or 
ollowing after it, that is not related to 
it.”’ In our tirst reading of Ben Hur, 
some episodes seemed extraneous, re- 
tarding the interest, but in retrospect 
we saw every note had its place in 
completing the symphony. Tf less 
markedly a perfect organism than 
some novels, like ‘“‘IIenry Esmond” 
and the oft-cited “Bride of Lammer- 
moor,” it is as compact as the *.Eneid™ 
or ** Paradise Lost.’’.. 3 

In trying our book fromthe wsthetic 
Siandpoint, let us next view it as a 
drama in five acts. Act I presents the 
Christ child; Act II 1s Youth, Hebrew 
and Roman in their various types; Aci 
III, Manhood’s Vengeance, under the 
eyes of the East: Act IV. Life in Death 
—physical, in Ben Hur’s mother and 
sister; Spiritual, in the gradual appear- 
ance of the Messiah; act V. the Resur- 
rection of Hope, with Christ as King. 
It is a trayedy, the siory of the most 

rofound tragedy of all creation, when 
Yature, more sympathetic mankind, 
shuddered at the sight. 

The book stands the test. : How then 
may it produce mental enlargement? 
After the preceding analysis of its 
structure by the laws of art, we study 
that something called style. Rhetoric 


may’classify and label its constituents, 


and we have found, perspicuity, im- 
agery, energy, and often elegance in 
these pages. 


Wallace is frequently too diffuse, 


like his instructor, Scott, but in some 
passages the condensation is remark- 
uble, notably in the shipwreck and 
rescue of Arrius, the duumvir, and in 
the parting between Ben Hur and Iras. 
when the lover, from whose eyes the 
scales have at last dropped, sends her, 
as the sum of all curses, to Messala. 

The author resembles the ‘Scottish 
Magician” in his rare vigor of touch 
and brilliancy ofcoloring. Partly from 
the qualities already named, partly 
from his intimate knowledge of Oriental 
customs, and also from the elusive in- 
dividuality which cannot be labeled at 
will, come great vividness and _ pic- 
tu-esqueness, Can you recall any bet- 
ter model from which to study word- 
painting than the matchless scene of 
the chariot race? Compare it with the 
corresponding description in **Ivanhoe”’ 
of the tournament at Ashby, and is not 
the superiority of the Antioch contest 
apparent? | 

A new irradiation has been thrown 
over the scenery and life of those east- 
ern lands, which were so hazy to many 
of us. The story begins in the desert. 
‘Ancient Mariner” said of 

e 

“Wide. wide sea, 
So lonely ‘twas thst God himself 
Scarce seemed there to be” 

Not so the sea of sand; we feel in al] 
its oppressive et: that God alone 
is there. From this loneliness—God’s 
solitude—we have been home to 
Jerusalem, the Mediterranean, Rome, 
Antioch, back to Jerusalem and the 
wilderness of Galilee, until the journey 
ends in man’s solitude—the loneliness 
of the Catacombs. Located at the 
pivotal era of the world’s history, and 
at the geographic center of civilization, 
race after race preseuts its types before 
us under the touch of the master-band, 
until the life and environment of each 
is clothed with distinct significance. 

Three sages have received a celestial 
message, and impelled by mysterious 
Anfluence, they meet, to be led by the 
star of bethleham—Gaspar, the 
Athenian of victorious, faith; Melehia; 
the Brahmin, of self-abnegating love 
for humanity, and Balthasar, noble 
and priest of Alexandria, practicing 
his good works uatil rewarded by that 
heavenly iliumination, which, in spite 
of isolation, disappointment and mock- 
ery, never fades until on the day of the 
crucifixion, he goes to join his king in 
glory. In this Hebrew epic we see 
{srael’s chosen people looming amidst 
pagan wastes, wich a true nobility, 
notwithstanding their down-trodden 
condition. 7 | 
O The opportunity for character-study 
in the volume under consideration is 


one of its most valuable features. 


Judah, whose father Ithamar had 
beén welcome in the council chamber 
of Augustus. boasts himself the scion 
of an unbroken line of princes of Jeru- 
salem, each proud to be known as Ben 
Hur, until the chain reached back 2000 
years to that Hur, who, together with 
Aaron, held up the hands of Moses in 


the battle with the Amalekites. 
*“Patriarchs, legislators, _ warriors, 
singers, *—jn comparison with 


such ancestry the proudest of Cwesar’s 
court were mere creatures of yesterday. 

We have seen Messala, the gay boy- 
comrade, hardening in the deadly 
atmosphere of the capital to a Roman 
master, ready at the first slight to his 
arrogance to ery, ““Down Eros, up 
Mars!’ and from wounded vanity, or 
perhaps to aid his own fortunes, he 
consignus Ben Hur to the galleys, anda 
whole innocent family to ruin. | 

But all Romans were not Messalas. 
Arrius represents the Italian gentle- 
man of the, Empire—just, honorable 
aud capable Of interest in an attractive 
slave atthe oars. Nowhere in litera- 
ture is the contrast between the two 
religions more strikingly displayed 
than in that hour .the 
Ilebrew boy, tossing upon cEgean 
waves, holds riches, the  recov- 
ery of loved ones, strongest ties of 
gratitude, all Rome, insufficient bribes 
to take the duumvir life to save him 
from disgrace. 

Simonides, Esther and Amrah are 
true body-servants, with eye single to 
their master’s welfare. Simonides is 
also the Jewish merchant, acquiring 
untold wealth, which tbrice-repeated 
torture is powerless to wring from this 
man, Whose royal head surmounts the 
crushed and shapeless body—wealth 
wailing to be used to its utmost for the 
coming King who should throw off the 
Roman yoke. Recognizing his rightful 
lord at the first glance, he will not sur- 
render his treasure to one who may 
have become a Romanized spendthrift, 
until with shrewdness, though uure- 
mitting, helpful care, he tries the 
metal thoroughly. = 

Sheik Ilderim, the generous and un- 
controlled—a genuine Arab—is divided 
between passionate attacliment to his 
constellation of horses the ‘stars of 
the desert.’’ and desire for revenge 
upon the oppressor whose leg.ous are 
his only dread. In that Orchard of 
Palms we seemed to be enjoying the 
bospitality of a later but less tutored 
Abraham. 

What shall be said of Iras? She 
must be kinswoman of that other Iras, 
maid of honorto Cleopatra. Indeed, 
she is another Cleopatra, counting all 
lives stepping-stones for her Antony. 
Still, her nos is more selfishly calcu- 
lating than that of the Egvptian queen. 
Iras and Baltiazar are both true Ori- 
entals, yet she is her father’s antithe- 
sis—he, the growth of Egyptian studies 
of the unseen, astately palin, offering 
food to hungry souls; she, the lotus 
flower of the Nile, alluring men to for- 
yetfulness of home and duty. Iler 
voluptuous beauty sets in higher relief 
the chaste sweetness of the Jewish 
maiden, Esther, for Simonides taking 
the place of his lost Rachel, **the sov- 
ereizn excellence of divine favor.”’ 

Time forbids consideration of many 
otHer prominent types, such as the Gral- 
lean, ““quick, proud, brave, devoted, 
imaginative.”’ We see more plainly 
now than ever before why so large a 
portion of the Savior’s ministry was 
spent near the stormy sea of Galilee, 
rather than in his native Judea. 

*Thord” is anotherexample of firm 
delineation. The brutal Saxon was a 
fit progenitor of American admirers of 
Sullivan and hazing college ruflians. 

We must not delay to talk of Ben 
Hur’s mother and sister, either in the 
happy Jerusalem palace or immured in 
the awful cell of death. The mother- 
love is close to Nature in her efforts to 
comfort Judah's troubled pride; and 
stili more bright in her attempts to 
lighten Tirzah’s burden of agony; but 
the supreme sacrifice is seen when on 
release the leprous women discover the 
son and brother asleep at his paternal 
doorway, and the mother, who would 
not for her life come in contact with 
her idolized child, crawls to his feet, 
touches with parched lips the sole of 
one dusty sandal, and then, as Ben 
Hlur, half waking,calls her name, tears 
herself away, to be stoned from the 
city, and dwell among the tombs. — 

Passing by all reference to the local 
tone and color which form the setting 
of the picture, and leaving in the 
backyround the fortunes of Judah, let 
us look briefly at some deeper lessons. 

The title of the book is **Ben ur,’ 
but itis also tale of the Christ.” 
The lowland minstrel sings of a win- 
dow in Melrose Abbey, which,in the 
moonlight, casts. the image of a flaming 
cross upon the marble, and as the re- 
flection travels eastward at last it 
points to a hidden grave. So, overthis 
whole story of Ben Ilur, never Icng in- 
visible, hangs the shadow of the cross, 
and, when the midnight of sin and 
despair had come upon the ancient 
world, the symbol pointed to the grave, 
whence sprang “The Resurrection and 
the Life.”’ 

It seems to me the dramatic center of 
the book is the struggle to comprehend 
that the Messiah was not a temporal 
king but a Saviour pf souls—a thought 
clear only to Balthasar. 

All Ben Ilur’s life had been prepar- 
ing him to lead the bands of- Israel, in 
aiding the coming Ruler to reéstab- 
lish the Kingdom of David and Solo- 
mon. But could thjs carpenter's son 
of Nazareth be the expected con- 
queror—this man with gentle, pitying 
tace, Who freely used His power 
release others from , suffering, but 
would not release himiself—could that 
be the Redeemer of -srael? 

Gefore reading “Ben Hur’ its con- 
ception seemed almost sacrilegious, 
like a passion play at atheater, but did! 
anyone ever finish the book without 
feeling that an added beauty and so-: 
lemnity had been given to the gospel 
story? This is the anthor’s triumph. 

No painting of Christ by artist's 
brush is satisfactory. The personal 
description of the Savior by Wallace’s 
pen talis short of, our wish.) Human 
skill, while often showing to’'a great 
degree the gentleness, sorrow and in- 
finile sympathy of the Son of Man, 
always fails to sufliciently portray His 
manliness, and must always fail to 
show the majesty of the Son of God. 

But in spiritual insight we fairly 
vield ourselves to a master’s helpful 
guidance, and bow in reverence before 
‘his Knowledge of the real meaning of 
Christianity and of the couflict which 
each soul must undergo before it comes 
to understand the Divine will. Like 
Ben Ilur, we persist in measuring the 
Christ by ourselves. Happy are those 
to whom, like him, finally comes the 
“the peace which is the end of doubt 
and mystery, the beginning of faith, 
of love.”? The world is slowly learning 
the lesson that, in the words of Bal- 
thasar, “‘tleaven may be won at last, 
not by the sword, not by human wis- 
dom, but by faith, love and good 
works.”’ 

“And thou, Esther, what: sayest 
thou?’ asked Ben ILur. 

Esther came to his side and put her 
hand on his arm and answered: 

So wilt thou best serve the Christ. 
Let me not hinder, but go with thee 
and help.”
